Mr, Muir’s Address, 

Mr. Muir said the defence could not 
dispute that Dr. Crippen murdered 
his wife. Guilty knowledge and guilty 
intentions were the issues of the case, 
the issues on which the jury rarely 
have direct evidence. The jury 
would have to look at the facts with 
a view of discovering the knowledge 
the prisoner had at the time the acts 
were done and the question of her in- 
tentions regarding the acts she herself 
did, Mr, Muir told again the. story 
of the murder and Crippen’s/intregue 
with Miss Leneve, declaring that 
he murdered his wife to possess him- 


self of Miss Leneve. He pictured 
the misery of Miss Leneve on _ that 
fatal night. The landiady had said 
her iliness had been of no ordinary 


kind; something seemed to strike the 
prisoner with horror, That this state 
was contemperaneous with the mur- 
der of Belle Elmore was undisputed. 
Was her state of horror due to the 
knowledge that Crippen had murder- 
ed his wife? 
Flying From Justice, 

Mr. Muir referred to the fact that 
the prisoner had become’ cheerful 
after February 2nd and had said that 
Dr. Crippen had promised to marry 
her, It is unlikely that the wife 
would desert her husband and leave 
behind her clothes and jewels. Dr. 
Crippen, according to the prisoner, 
had never said that his wife was not 
returning, but immediately the prison- 
er wore her clothes and jewels, The 
Crown prosecutor, after referring to 
the trip to Dippe, to Miss Leneve's re- 
turn for the purpose of making her 
residence at Dr, Crippen’s house, and 
to the fact of the police finding 
in possession of them (clothes and 
jewels) said their flight was plain that 


they were flying from justice. The 
newspapers were full of their des- 
criptions, and it was incredible that 


she had not seen the papers. 
Made Non Explanation. 

When Miss Leneve was arrested on 
board the steamer Montrose at Father 
Point and was charged with being 
a party to the murder, she made no 
reply. She became faint but made 
no explanation, She was given an 
opportunity to go into the witness box 
at the Bow street police court, 
but she had not offered any explana- 
tion or account of the elaborate pre- 
cautions taken to prevent pursuit, She

Dominion Police Inspector Here to 
Secure Indentification Data of 
Convicts 


. 

For the purpose of getting the 
thumb prints and photographs of all 
the prisoners in the Alberta peniten- 
tiary, E. Foster, inspector of Domin- 
ion police, and J, P. Quinn, a Domin- 
ion police officer, arrived in the city 
this morning and are guests at the 
Alberta Hotel. 

Just recently, according to Inspec- 
tor Foster, the authorities at Ottawa 
have decided to establish a Canadian 
Criminal Identification Bureau, but 
as yet no offices of any kind have 
been opened, The project has sim- 
ply been put into the hands of Inspec. 
to: Foster, and he is at present on a 
trip through Canada for the purpose 
of visiting the principal penitentiaries 
ef the Dominion. 

System WIL Broaden Out, 


At all these institutions the finger 
prints and photographs of the  con- 
victs will be taken and when this is 


completed, offices of the Canadian 
<riminal Identification Bureau will be 
established at Ottawa, where these 
photographs and finger prints wili be 
kept. 

As yet the Canadian Criminal Iden- 
tification Bureau is in its infancy, and 
the system will only be applied to the 
penitentiaries In the Dominion, but it 
is thought by Inspector Foster that 
within a few years the finger prints 
and photographs of all the inmates of 
the jails, as well as the penitentiaries 
in Canada, will be in the possession of 
whe Criminal Identification Bureau of 
Canada. 

Great Ald to Police, 

“The establishing of this bureau in 
Canada,” said Inspector Foster to the 
Bulletin this morning, “will be a very 
material aid not only to the Canadian 
police, but also to the police depart- 
ments of foreign countries, and es- 
pecially to that of the United States 
If an unknown criminal is captured 
across the line the police will only 
have to send the photograph and fin- 
ger prints of the prisoner to the Cana- 
dian Bureau, and if, during any time 
of his career, the convict has served 
time in Canadian penitentiaries or 
jails his reeord will be made known.” 

“For many years,” continued the 
Inspector, “Scotland Yard detectives 
have been identifyins .prigoners by 
means of finger prints, but up to @ 
very recent date this important means 
of identifieation has not: been used 
extensively by the Canadian police. 

Fingers Differ ®mtirely. 

“It is a remarkable fact that no 
two men living have been found ‘to 
have fingers which make impressions 
exm tly the same There are always 
some slight differences in the impres- 
sions which an expert can easily find, 

“Another thing which makes this 
feature an important. one in identify- 
ing a criminal is that the impressions 
man’s fingers never alter. A 


of a 
man may be identified by an impres- 
sion of his fingers which may have 


been taken twenty years. 

“Of course, the fingers may be mar- 
red and deformed with age or work, 
but unless an accident has happened 
to the man which has totally destroy- 
ed his fingers he may be identified.” 

Inspector Foster has been connect- 
ed with the Dominion police for many 
years and was formerly a member of 
Scotland Yard, London. While a 
Scotland Yard detective he paid 
special attention to identification by 
means of finger prints and in that 
department is considered an expert. 
He will remain in the city for a couple 
of weeks, after which he wiil proceed 
to New Westminster.

Hon. Clifford Sifton Tells of Need of 


Conservation. Legislation to be 
Introduced 


Toronto, Oct. 24—Hon. Clifford Sif- 
ton, Chairman of the Commission on 
Conservation, addressing the Empire 
Club at the St. Charles Cafe yesterday,

Mr. Sifton considered the 
locomotive the most serious agent in 
forest devastation.

If they then came f& Can- 
ade, he sdid, and used up the forests 
of this country at the same rate, the 
Canadian forests would come to an 
end in about seven years.

Opposing Waterpower Monopolies 
Referring to waterpower, Mr. Sif- | 
ton said: “There was a perfect epl- 


demic of watrepower legislation at the 
last session, much of it objectionable.” 


He told of the efforts made to stem | 
the tide, hot unsuccessfully, referring 
especially to the proposition to dam 


the St. Lawrence with the special ob- 
ject of transferring power to the 
American side of the river. The views 
of the commission were largely adopt- 
ed in this. “I do not know that the 
scheme is dead, but I think that vigi- 
lance on the part of such public bod- 
jes as this, the press, and the public 
generally may avert the danger. We 
should not permit the monopoly of 
water or watrepower and any imme- 
diate exigencies should not be per- 
mitted to interfere with the general 
principle.” 
Waste in the United States. 

In beginning his address Mr. Sifton 
referred to the experience of the Un- 
ited States during its last forty years 
of almost unexampled progress in 
commercial prosperity, and showed 
how its reckless disregard of conser- 
vation principles had brought ft face 
to face with a serious problem, The 
farming methods had wasteful 
and unscientifie, the fisheries had been 
seriously depleted, the disappearance 
of the forests at the present rate 
seemed only a matter of a few dec- 
ades, and in various ways many dis- 
tricts formerly rich had become total- 
ly unproductive. The vast resources 
still remaining to them by reason o1 
unsatisfactory laws were practically 
monopolized by large financial inter- 
ests, so that the people cannot parti- 
cipate in them on moderate and rea- 
sonable terms. 

Hion. Mr. Sifton warned them that 
capitalists from the south would be 
trying to get hold of as much of the 
great natural resources of Canada as 
possible, and that the situation there- 


fore called for uncommon care and 
vigilance.

HANDLE CANADIAN LUMBER. 
Agreement Reached Between Manu- 
fucturers and the Retail Dealers, 


Vancouver, B.C., October 24.—Wes- 
tern Canada will no longer be the 
dumping ground for the surplus out- 
put of American saw mills. By the 
terms of an agreement recently enter- 
ed into between the retail dealers in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
and the British Columbia Lumber and 
Shingle Association, representing the 


coast mills, and the Mountain Lum- 
ber Mills’ Association, representing 
the saw mills of the interior, the 
prairie retailer will no longer handle 


any lumber manufactured in the Unit- 
ed States 

The arrangement is likely to prove 
very effective in exeluding the Ameri- 
can product for millmen to the south, 
quoting low prices for their surplus 
stocks, would be unable to stand the 
expense of establishing independent 
yards of their own in the Canadian 
prairie regions This will mean that 
the mountain and coast millmen will 
be enabled to ship annually at least 
200,000,000 additional feet of lumber 
to the markets east of the Rockies 

The three-cornered agreement has 
already been ratified by the various 
interested parties. The coast mill 
men adopted it at a special meeting 
held in Vancouver It is understood 
that the movement for overcoming 
American competition originated with 
A. D. McRac, general manager of the 
Canadian Western Lumber Co,, own.

ASSASSIN OF EMPRESS 
ELIZABETH SUICIDES 


Luccheni Hangs Himself in His Cell— 
Crime Was a Detestable One—Had 
Planned To Murder King Humbert 
and Dake of Orleans, 


October 24—Luigi Luc- 
chenl, the anarchist who assassinated 


Geneva,, 


the Empress Elizabeth of Austria in 
1896, hanged hiself in his cell here 
today. 


Luccheni stabbed the Empress in 
the back while she was quietly walk- 
ing along while on a visit to Switzer- 
The Empress was a quiet wo- 
man, who took little or no interest in 
the politics of Austria-Hungary. She 
was of the people and her 
assassination was deeply deplored, and 
general detestation was expressed of 
murder. 

There is no capital punishment in 
Switzerland, murderers being sentenc- 
ed to solitary confinement. 

Luigi Luccheni was an Italian an- 
archist. In September, 1898, he went 
to Geneva for the purpose, as he said 
later, of killing the Duke of Orleans, 
His plan was to return after the mur- 
der to Italy and to assassinate King 
Iilumbert. On arriving in Geneva, 
however, Luccheni found that. the 
Duke of Orleans had left there, At 
the same time he learned that the 
Empress Elizabeth of Austria was 
stopping at the Hotel Beaurivage in 
Geneva. 

He hung about the hotel until the 
morning of September 10, when he 
learned that the Bmpress was going 
out on one of the lake steamers. Go-
